war correspondent at the turn of the last century. He was 
dashing and exceptionally good-looking. He had a taste for fine 
clothing, and his image was popularized and memorialized by 
his good friend, Charles Dana Gibson (also a summer resident of 
Marion), when Davis became the male model for the popular 
Gibson Girl sketches. Richard Harding Davis was also famous as 
an author of popular plays and novels, and his book, Soldiers of 
Fortune, was a best-seller. 

Richard Harding Davis was born in 1864 into a 
prominent Philadelphia family. His mother, Rebecca Harding 
Davis, was a novelist, and his father was a famous newspaper 
editor. Richard had a very close relationship with his mother 
and spent his life trying to please her. His parents owned a large 
summer home on Harbor Lane (now Water Street) in Marion, 
and Richard and his brother came to Marion with them. Across 
the street from the Davis home was the home of the Clarks, a 
wealthy family from Chicago, who also summered in Marion. 

As a young boy, Richard Harding Davis loved to play 
sports, such as cricket, football and baseball. He also wrote short 
plays and acted in them, always casting himself as the hero. 
However, he was not a good student, and his uncle, H. Wilson 
Harding, a professor at Lehigh University, tutored him privately 
for a few years. It was during this time that Davis spent with his 
uncle that he developed a taste for stylish clothes and other 
fineries in life. 

At age 18, Richard Harding Davis was accepted by 
Lehigh University as a special student, contingent on his 
improving his math grades. While at Lehigh, Davis was not a 
very good student, but excelled in "enthusiasm" and scored the 
first touchdown in Lehigh football history. Davis left Lehigh and 
transferred to Johns Hopkins University, but never obtained a 
college degree. He left school to become a reporter on the 
Philadelphia Record. He became famous when, in pursuit of a 
scoop, he disguised himself as a criminal gang member and was 
able to expose a robbery plot. He subsequently wrote an 
electrifying story that mesmerized readers. 

In 1889, he moved to New York City and went to work 
for the New York Evening Sun. Davis was very "theatrical," and 
went to extraordinary lengths to find a great story for his 
newspaper. He also reported on the livers of the rich and famous

and slowly was accepted by high society as one of their own. 

In 1890, Davis became the managing editor of Harper's 
Weekly. He was hired by William Randolph Hearst to cover the 
Harvard-Princeton football game, for which he was paid $500, 
an unheard of amount at that time to be paid for a story. He also 
covered the coronation of Czar Nicholas II, McKinley's Inaugu- 
ration, Queen Victoria's Diamond Jubilee, and the Spanish- 
American War. While covering the war in Cuba, he became close 
friends with Theodore Roosevelt and was invited to accompany 
the Rough Riders. Davis made Roosevelt and the Rough Riders 
famous through his vivid accounts of their bravery. Davis also 
displayed bravery himself by carrying wounded soldiers in from 
the front lines. 

Although Davis was often seen escorting glamorous 
women, he did not get married until he was 35 — and his

proposal was made with his usual flair for the dramatic. Cecil 
Clark, the daughter of a wealthy Chicago businessman and a 
summer resident just across the street from his family's summer 
home, was an accomplished artist and dog trainer. She was 
young, strong-willed, beautiful and had Rebecca Harding Davis' 
seal of approval. Displaying his usual flair for the dramatic, 
Davis bet that his 14-year-old messenger boy, "Jaggers," in 
London (where Davis was working), could beat the fastest mail 
service. Jaggers delivered Davis' proposal to Cecil Clark in 
Chicago and returned to London 18 days later, indeed beating 
the fastest mail service. The press got hold of the story and the 
whole world applauded. Richard Harding Davis and Cecil Clark 
were married at St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church in Marion on 
May 4, 1899. The wedding drew national attention, because of 
all the famous people attending, such as Ethel Barrymore and 
Charles Dana Gibson, who were in the wedding party. 

Davis continued to cover foreign wars as correspon- 
dent and Cecil accompanied him on assignment. They went to 
South Africa to cover the Boer War, and it was reported that 
Davis took a portable bathtub with him to the front lines, so he 
could maintain his clean appearance. Although Davis had 
always been a strong supporter of the British, he shifted his 
sympathies to the outnumbered and outgunned Boers. The 
Boers not only displayed bravery, they also conducted a very 
successful guerilla war against the mighty British. After the Boer 
War, Davis was hired by Collier's Magazine to cover the Russo- 
Japanese War, for which he received a grand fee of $1,000 per 
week. 

After the Russo-Japanese War, the Davises returned to 
Marion and Richard continued to write plays and novels. 
Around 1910, he and Cecil began to drift apart. The couple's 
separation was followed by a divorce. People close to Davis

hinted that his relationship with Cecil Clark had been a platonic 
comradeship and nothing more. 

It was only after the death of his mother that Davis met 
the popular Broadway dancer, Bessie McCoy. Those close to 
Davis thought that his mother would have never approved of 
Bessie, but Richard married Bessie on July 8, 1912. When World 
War I broke out in Europe, Davis immediately left for London on 
board the Lusitania with Bessie, who at the time was five 
months' pregnant. Davis left Bessie in London and went to 
Brussels, just in time to cover the German advance. He was 
captured by the Germans and was almost shot as a spy. He 
reported on the destruction of the Cathedral at Rheims and 
wrote a book about this experience, With the Allies, that pleaded 
with America to enter the war. 

On April 11, 1916, at the age of 51, Richard Harding 
Davis died of a heart attack. He left behind his wife, Bessie, and 
a 16-month-old daughter. President Theodore Roosevelt wrote 
upon his death, "Richard Harding Davis was as good an 
American as ever lived." One of the ironies sometimes con- 
nected with fame is that Richard Harding Davis is almost a 
forgotten man today.

Enroth-Whitlock explained they received system test 
results and backup material from the Water/ Sewer 
Superintendent along with his recommendation that the 
abatement be denied due to an apparent leak in the toilet 
tank. The board agreed to take this matter under advise- 
ment so they could review the Water Department's 
records. 

• Notice from the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) of changes in the DEP- Approved 
Recycling Program (DARP), in effect as of July 1, 2002. 
These new changes include meeting minimum criteria for 
recycling and composting programs. To that end, Ms. 
Enroth-Whitlock noted that the Town of Acushnet has 
begun to gauge interest from neighboring towns in 
applying for a grant to hire a Regional Recycling Coordi- 
nator, which would take the burden of running recycling 
programs off the shoulders of other departments. 

"Quite frankly, we don't have the time to give 
(recycling issues) the attention they deserve," she said. 
"There are grants available ... of up to $40,000 for the first 
year." 

Ms. Enroth-Whitlock said Acushnet has also 
contacted Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, and Rochester (in 
addition to Marion) about establishing a Regional Recy- 
cling Coordinator for all five towns.

(facing neighbors) closed; stop the event (and music) at 
the stated time (midnight); and attach a speed limit sign 
(something like "15 MPH please") to the poles of the 
club's directional signs. 

The board agreed that some of these concerns 
should be addressed by them as the permitting authority. 
But others would have to be handled by the Marion Social 
Club itself. The board voted to send a letter to the Marion 
Social Club advising them of Ms. Drake's concerns and 
requesting that they be more sensitive to these issues at 
future events. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) Director Everett Eaton and 
various members of the Marion EMS Department as a 
means of "touching base" with the department and its 
ongoing function, according to Chairman Dickerson. 

Mr. Eaton informed the board that they recently 
appointed 11 new EMTs — many of whom are graduates 
of the EMT training program — and he hopes to "make 
Paramedics out of them in time." The Marion EMS 
currently has a complement of 26 EMTs on call, and three 
available Paramedics. 

Mr. Eaton also noted that the department could 
use additional portable radios at some point in the future, 
as they are currently "floating four radios among 11 
people." However, the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion (FCC) hasn't approved any additional frequencies for 
the Town of Marion, which precludes them from expand- 
ing at the present time. All on-call EMTs do, however,

have beepers which are toned-out for emergency calls. 

After reviewing the department's recently- 
revised policies and procedures, the Board of Selectmen 
expressed some desire to look at the managing structure 
of the EMS Department. "I feel we're getting to the point 
where we need a full-time or part-time EMS Director, 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen," Selectman Winters 
said. "I think the town is off to a great start with the 
(existing) volunteers. But I also think the board needs to 
have a clear line of safety for the residents in town — fire, 
police and EMS. As we expand, we have to take a hard 
look at the growing needs of the town." 

Many of the EMS volunteers present — including 
Mr. Eaton — bristled at the suggestion that the hierarchy

of the existing EMS Department be changed after 24 
successful years. But Selectman Winters stressed that he's 
only making a suggestion to look at alternatives. 

"I'll keep an open mind . . . I'm willing to listen," 
Selectman Winters said. 

"I certainly hope so," Mr. Eaton said. "Because 
right now I don't see a need or want for that type of 
organization." 

"I'm concerned with what is motivating this," 
added EMS member Dale Thackeray. "You said earlier 
that 'things are working out.' Then why, all of a sudden, 
does Marion need a change in EMS?" 

Other EMS volunteers voiced their continued 
support for the current "elected" EMS Director (who is 
actually appointed by the Board of Selectmen upon a 
recommendation from the EMS members), and defended 
their past successful track record as reason enough to 
keep things status quo. 

"We're not questioning (your) dedication and 
ability, we're not questioning the level of care (for Marion 
residents)," said Chairman Dickerson. "We're just ques- 
tioning some of the management decisions." 

"The only thing I'm hearing here is: 'can we do 
better?'" Selectman Bryant added. "I think it's a healthy 
thing to look at organizations from time to time and see if 
improvements are needed." 

But residents at the meeting seemed to side with 
EMS members in leaving things as-is. "I feel very comfort- 
able at night having these people in town," said resident 
Tyler Blethen. "I think we should be very careful of the 
old adage: Tf it ain't broke, don't fix it.'" 

At 8:30 pm the board unanimously voted to go 
into Executive Session to discuss collective bargaining 
issues and negotiations with non-union personnel and 
pending litigation. They would thereafter adjourn for the 
evening.

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub. 

What can my dog he allergic to and what should 1 do? 
Your dog can be allergic to food, fleas, articles that 
he contacts such as wool rugs and all of the pollens, 
molds and dusts that affect people.

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Building the Perfect Beast

Sexy Beast. Starring Ben Kingsley and 
Ray Winstone. Directed by Jonathan 
Glazer. Running time: 91 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At select theaters. 

The title suggests a cheap European horror movie from the 
'60s, but Sexy Beast is meant to signify anything that's both 
alluring and frightening — a life of crime, say, or a malevolent 
acquaintance who knew you when. This slight-seeming but trim 
and absorbing British import deepens in your head the more you 
chew it over later; it's about the friction of opposing personalities 
and lifestyles, it's about the noir theme of never escaping the past, 
but mainly it's about Ben Kingsley grabbing the movie in his jaws 
like a pit bull and gnawing till it screams. 

Kingsley is Don Logan, a Cockney tough guy who wants a 
former associate, Gary "Gal" Dove (Ray Winstone), to come out 
of his sun-dappled retirement from crime (Gal lives in a Spanish 
villa, tanning nimself by the pool) and come back for One Last Big 
Job . Gal is soft; Don couldn't be harder — he's like a cross between 
a bullet and a phallus, a baldheaded force of nature driving his 
will into Gal like a hammer pounding a nail into a pillow. 
Kingsley's East End Mephistopheles performance, which has 
gotten universal raves since Sexy Beast started playing in America 
in June (it opened in the U.K. in January), is a little one-note, to be 
sure — but then, try to think of a memorable, iconic performance 
that isn't. 

Gal, given subtle flesh and blood by Winstone, is comfortable 
where he is. He enjoys having his lazy days by the pool, his nights 
going out to eat with his ex-porn-star wife DeeDee (Amanda 
Redman), his gangster crony Aight (the late Cavan Kendall), and 
Aight's girlfriend Jenny (Julianne White). The movie, directed by 
Jonathan Glazer (a video veteran making his feature debut) from 
a tight script by Louis Mellis and David Scinto, wastes hardly any 
time on the heist itself — an absurd underwater affair recalling 
Small Time Crooks — and doesn't even bother to show us the 
planning for it. All of that is beside the point, and we've seen it 
before. What we haven't seen is the tension between Gal, who 
says "No" to the job, and Don, who knows what to do when he 
hears "no": bark until it becomes "yes." 

Glazer isn't of the "Hey Look Ma, I'm a Director" camp; his 
cinematographer Ivan Bird gives us gorgeous wide compositions 
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either full of 
primary colors or 
completely devoid 
of them. Visually, 
Glazer makes us 
understand how 
much Gal has to 
lose and why he 
was so glad to leave 
his past behind (the 
scenes set back in 
_ London are wet and 
H depressing). Spain 
is full of sun and 
| good music and 
good food; London 
is crawling with hard-drinking mobsters just above gutter level, 
among them a higher-up named Teddy (Ian McShane), who sets 
the plot in motion when he attends an orgy and finds out about 
a vulnerable bank next to a steam club. 

The opening bit — a boulder dislodges itself from a nearby 
hill and lands with drenching fanfare in Gal's pool — is a bit too 
obvious a metaphor, but it puts us in a mood to receive the film's 
theme: that there are some things (a boulder, Don Logan) you 
can't plan for, that can dash your house of cards to ruins unless 
you rise to the occasion. Gal has a crane remove the boulder, but 
Don is not so easily extracted; he appears to be the criminal will 
incarnate, obscenely contemptuous of anything that does not 
advance the storyline in his head. He tries to chip away at Gal's 
wife and friends. There's a strong suggestionhe resents Gal's easy 
life — "Why should I let you be nappy?" — and perhaps wishes 
it for himself, but knows his nature won't allow it. He wants Gal 
back in the mud with him. 

Sexy Beast gets in and out fast — at 91 minutes, it's a model 
of concision in this summer of big-budget flab — and by focusing 
on a small story and the few people intimately involved, it cuts to 
the bone far more effectively than if it were a routine thriller that 
centered on the heist. Every directorial flick of the wrist is there 
for a reason (even Gal's surreal nightmares of a gun-wielding 
rabbit monster), every character serves a purpose, and every 
Cockney- inflected obscenity (mostly issuing from Don) makes a 
point — it's almost as if Gal wanted to escape the sound and 
language of crime, too. Most films these days are big things that 
deflate afterward. Here's a small movie that expands.

As you may have heard or read recently in the me- 
dia, the hard work of better than 200 Buzzards Bay Area 
Habitat for Humanity volunteers (many from the tri- 
town area) and the dreams and aspirations of an equally 
hard-working single mother and her six-year-old dis- 
abled daughter literally went up in smoke when a newly- 
built Habitat house in Wareham was first set ablaze in 
an amateur arson attempt and later vandalized, presum- 
ably by the same sick culprit(s). Although the investiga- 
tion remains ongoing as to who committed these atro- 
cious acts and why, some have suggested this was retali- 
ation against Habitat for Humanity, done out of a sense 
of ignorant fear that such housing "projects" might de- 
crease neighboring house values. 

Since hearing the initial reports of the cowardly, late- 
night fire on Friday, July 27, I've had difficulty getting 
my head around the reasons — however justified in 
someone's skewed mind — as to why anyone would 
oppose the charitable work of an organization like Habi- 
tat for Humanity and the generous opportunity for a 
mother and daughter to enjoy the comforts of a new, 
hard-earned home. Have we become a society so jaded 
and jealous that we can no longer muster the compas- 
sion and caring for others in need? Or is this just another 
logical extension of that vile and putrid disease we've 
come to know as the NIMBY ("Not In My Back Yard") 
mentality? 

I shudder to think that someone living in close prox- 
imity to the now-twice-vandalized house would perceive 
this well-crafted and aesthetically-pleasing structure and 
its proposed occupants as a threat: "How rude to con- 
struct a charity house in our neighborhood!" 

Or: "Once you let them in, they'll all be building 
houses around here." Of course, the exact identity of 
"them" and "all" is never quite revealed. But I suppose 
it could be anyone who doesn't fit the picture-perfect de- 
scription of the mother-father-kids nuclear family. You 
know, a "normal" family. 

In an age where we as a nation are obsessed with 
being politically-correct and not offending others, it's 
ironic that such a seemingly-mundane act of selflessness 
could be perceived as problematic or, indeed, dangerous 
by some ignorant and heartless person or persons who 
are more concerned with keeping up appearances than 
allowing a struggling single mom and her handicapped 




daughter to live a full life. And if this was an isolated, 
deliberate act against Kim Robbins and six-year-old 
Alyssa, I hope the perpetrators are not only caught, but 
are prosecuted to the fullest extent of the law ... just shy 
of some graphic torment depicted in a Clive Barker story. 

Although Habitat for Humanity's insurance will 
cover the costs to repair the damages and the organiza- 
tion has pledged to hire an outside contractor to do so, I 
have to wonder if Kim and Alyssa are going to be able to 
live there comfortably, knowing that someone twice 
made deliberate attempts to sabotage their dream house. 
In several media reports, the bright young girl was 
quoted as questioning why anyone would want to ruin 
her new home, her new bedroom. And for a six-year-old 
to have to deal with that kind of resentment and un- 
abashed hatred is the real tragedy of this senseless situa- 
tion.
